Dem ocrats are Given Drain Com ­ 
m issioner In Exchange for 
School Exam iner. 


Upon the thirty-second ballot the 
board of supervisors today elected D. 
J. Benson, a republican,*»school ex­ 
aminer. A total of 30 votes were cast, 
Bensor* receiving 19 and J. D. Carmody 
his democratic opponent, II. 


On the 31 ballot the vote was a tie. 
The entire morning until 11 o’clock 
was consumed in trying to arrive at a 
oboice on school examiner. The thlrty- 
fii^t ballot was taken at 11 o’clock and 
resulted in a tie. A recess of 10 min­ 
utes was taken to eiTect a compromise. 
During that ^ime Supervisor W. 
Baldwin, of Watervlelt, the republican 
leader, and Supervisor William A. 
Kieth, of Sawyer, leadinsi the demo­ 
cratic host, got together and patched 
up a truce. Kieth oJlered to concede 
school examiner If the republicans 
threw their support to the democratic 
candidate for county drain commls 
sioner. 


The proposition was agreed to with 
considerable reluctance by the republi 
cans who «held that the democrats 
ought willingly to concede to them 
the entire four offices—school exam­ 
iner, county drain commissioner and 
two superintendents of the puor-in 
-viair «1 Uie fact that they had . ae*

The supervisor» aren't doing a thing 
to the justices of the peace and con 
stables who are so unlucky as to have 
claims against the county. A year ago 
the board decided by resolution to dis­ 
allow all claims by justices for costs in 
the prosecution of “drunks” and the 
boara is strictly adhering to the provi­ 
sions of the resolution. Olf of Justice 
Bacon's bill of $7.50 was carved 12.50; 
Justice Baldrey felt the force of the 
Unance committees’ knife to the extent 
of $3.25; Justricks sutfered a reduction 
of 
on a claim of $T>.80 and Constables 
Davis’ bill was hewnSdown from $8 to pi. 
There was a disposition to disallow a 
claim of $8 presented by Turnkey Lynn 
Ferguson for keeping guard over the 
“trusties” who worked on the court 
house lawn, the board having passed a 
resolution that the county prisoners 
should be worked, but it did not occur 
to the supervisors that it was worth 
compensation to watch them. The bill 
was referred back to the committee 
and will probably be allowed later.

The refreshment included wine. The 
chief of police of Havana came aboard 
while the refreshment part of the plot 
was in progress, and it Is alleged that 
he, too, fell a victim of the wiles of the 
Cisneros faction. A few minutes before 
the Seneca was ready to pull out from 
her dock a slim young fellow came run­ 
ning across the wharf. 
He 
had no 
baggage and was fashionably dressed. 
He walked quickly up the gang-plank. 
The detectives stopped him. “My name 
Is Juan Sola,” he said, and he showed 
his passport. Everything was satisfac­ 
tory, so the senor was allowed t^ go 
aboard. 
It is said that if it had not 
been for the wine the strange treble and 
rather curious figure of Senor Sola might 
have excited the suspicions of the Span­ 
ish detectives. But the scheme worked 
successfully.

INDUSTRY AT VICKSBURG. 


Sovoral Mon BmployodlnGathorlns 
MIchlsan Moaa 


The moss harvesting industry of the 
Vicksburg Nursery company at Port­ 
age, is booming, says the Vicksburg 
Commercial. The camp comprises two 
sleeping tents, cook and dining tents, 
and a horse shed. It is on sloping 
ground, affording fine drainage, and 
good driye well furnishes an abundant 
supply of pure water. The force o: 
men comprises eighteen, and a car 
load of fine packing moss is gathered 
and shipped daily. 


The raoss is gathered by picking it 
with a small short handled rake, and 
piled in rows by pickers. A movable 
side track in sections runs into the 
marsh, at one end of which is a wooden 
turntable, from which runs tracks fur­ 
ther out into the marsh between two 
rows of moss^. Cars are run on the 
tracks, drawn by a horse which wears 
wooden shoes. 


From $100 to $150 per week Is paid 
jut in wages, and they expect to har­ 
vest from twenty-five to fifty car loads 
this year. The work comes between 
harvesting and fall work, and is a great 
help to the laborer, who-srets $1.12^ 
per day for ten hours. 


The moss is used *for packing fruit 
trees and other nursery stock, anc 
mostly goes to Ohio, Indiana and Illi 
nois nurserymen, who say this is the 
finest and best quality of moss they can 
lind. This industry has grown to con 
siderable proportions and shows what 
bustle and push can do. The best moss 
'rows on land that is practically worth 
ess for any other purpose, so the 
monev received from the moss is “like 
a draft from home,” and is all clear 
gain to the landlord and *‘moss mag> 
nate.'*

The 
outlook for wheat In the Atistrallan col­ 
onies continues good, but the prospects 
In Argentina are somewhat less bright, 
ow lnr to drought and frosts. Accounts 
from India are quite favorable, both aj 
to the Kharif crops. harvMted. or to be 
harvested this fall, and as to the seeding 
of the Rabi crop, to be harvested next 
spring, which latter includes the wheat 
crop. 


World*« E ntiro W hoat aud Byo Crop«. 
The annual estimate of the world's 
wheat and rye crops issued by the H un­ 
garian m inistry of agriculture, gives the 
following revised resultai for 1897, com­ 
pared with 1896: W heat production, im­ 
porting cuuntrie#. 800,771.000 for 1897; 
886,639,000 for 1896. Exporting countries, 
1897, 1,341.896.000; 1896, 1,452,902,000. Total 
wheat production of both importing and 
exporting countries in 1897, 2.142,577.000; 
In 1896, 2,339.541.000: net deficit. 1897. 202,- 
895,000: 189«, 130,534,000. The world’s rye 
crop is put down by the same authority 
as follows; 1897. 1,163,457,000: 1896. 1,203,- 
185.000. Th(»i*t* figures are all In bushel.«;. 
Against the net deficit of approxim ately 
203.000.000 bushels of wheat estim ated by 
the m inistry It estim ates that there is a 
re<ddue of from 145.000.000 to 170,000.000 
bushels out of the former crops, leaving 
ili round 
number» 
from 
58,000,000,000 
down to 33,000,000 bushels as the quanti­ 
ty by which it would be necessary to 
curtail consumption If these estimates 
should prove to be correct.

It is. of course, quite likely that under 
the influence of h ith prices consumption 
will be curtailed by more 
than 
this 
am ount, and that exi/iting stock» will 
not be reduced too near to the point of 
complete exhaustion. 
Extrem ely pessi- 
mistio reports as to the ex\»nt of the 
crop failure in Russia have been circu­ 
lated. but the liberal quantities coming 
forw ard for shipment have led dealers to 
receive such reports with incredulity. It 
is probable, however, th at much of the 
Russian grain going to 
western 
E u­ 
ropean m arkets is out of the more lib­ 
eral harvests of form er years, and there 
is evidence tending to »ho%v th at the crop 
of 1897 is a t any rate conslderabl>' below 
the average.

The m arkets of Europe will apparent­ 
ly be very inadequately supplied with 
good clear barley suitable for m alting 
purpoftes, complaints on this score being 
common among grower.'« In large |>arts 
of Germany, A ustria-H ungary and oth­ 
er countries, including the province of 
Ontario In Canada, in which such barley 
l3 uiiually an im portant product. 
The 
European potato crop Is apparently a 
short one. and the fruit crop also Is 
deficient. 
Consul Eugene Germain, of 
Zurich. Switzerland, after ar. Investiga­ 
tion of the European fruit pro^iect. ex­ 
presses the opinion that there will be a 
good m arket for American apples and 
dried fruit thi.'i season, if growei*s will 
be careful to put up choice stock only.

W ashington, Oct. 14.-—The Internation­ 
al court of arbitration which is to parson 
the 
Brltlsh-Venezuela 
boundary 
has 
been completed by the selection of M. 
M aertens, a distinguished Russian Jur­ 
ist. as umpire, and arrangem ents are 
being m ade for the assembling of the 
court at Paris during the late sum m er 
or fall of next year. 
In the meantime 
the briefs of G reat B ritain and of Vene­ 
zuela are being prepared, but none of 
the papers have yet been subm itted. M. 
M aertens will act not only as umpire 
but ali»o as president of the board. The 
announcement th a t a European umpire 
had been chosen was made som? time 
since, but the name had been withheld 
until the sanction of the czar could be 
secured for M. M aertens’ service as a r­ 
bitrator. 


G reat B ritain and Venezuela each sub. 
m itted a list of distinguished jurists 
who would be acceptable to It as um­ 
pire. 
These em braced the most noted 
men of Europe, but it is a tribute to M, 
M aertens th at his was the only one on 
the lists of both countries. M. M aertens' 
reputation as an authority on intorna- 
tional law 1» world-wide, and has led to 
his frequent selection as arbitrator and 
umpire in International differences. He 
is an official of the Russian foreign of­ 
fice, professor of international law at 
the U niversity of St. Petersburg, and 
author of M aertens'T treatles.hte stand­ 
ard book of reference on all the treaties 
of the worlds Little doubt is felt as to 
his acceptance.

of them. 


With a democrat presiding over the 
deliberations of the lixNtrd and a demo­ 
crat at the head of every committee the 
republicans felt that their political op­ 
ponents were asking more than courtesy 
and fairness entitled them to. They 
therefore surrendered In poor grace. 


Eighteen ballots were taken this 
morning and 14 yesterday. During the 
balloting several unsuccessful attjen^ts 
to defer the election were made. The 
equalization and finance committees 
were not delayed by the balloting. 
They continued w'ith their labors, and 
.the third ballot this morning showed a 
Wtal of only 26; but it was a tie like all 
the rest. When a republican commit­ 
teeman went to work he took a demo­ 
crat member of the committee w’ith 
him, leaving the two factions always 
equal. 


If the democrats unite, as it is ex­ 
pected they will, the county will have 
a democratic drain commissioner as 
the result of this morning’s pledges. 
Mr. Burbank, the present commis­ 
sioner and a republican, is popular and 
if his name gets before the board as a 
candidate, a condition he much desires, 
there is a possibility of a bolt among 
the democrats, many of whom look 
kindly 
upon 
him. The 
oftlce 
is 
one much sought after. Since the abol­ 
ishment of the office of township com­ 
missioner. the salary has advanced to 
$1,500 per year and among the demo­ 
cratic aspirants now being talked of by 
the supervisors are J. B. Nixon, of 
Lake township; Stephen Horner, and 
Frank Helm, of Oronoko, and H. G. 
Wagner, of Chlckamlng. 
The repub­ 
licans, of course, have no candidates. 
They are pledged to support the demo­ 
cratic favorite. If he happens to be 
Burbank they will be happy. 


The election of drain commissioner 
and two members of the board of poor 
superintendents will come up tomorrow 
morning 
at 10 o’clock. The same 
scheme that was worked on school ex­ 
aminer will probably be applied in se­ 
lecting 
the superintendents of 
poor.

The bill contains the same items, the 
same dates, the same amounts, and is 
like, in every particular, the bill al­ 
lowed at the June session, with the ex­ 
ception that the 91.50 item of January 
18 is added. But for the disco%’ery 
made today there is no telling in what 
magnitied form the bill might come up 
at the next meeting of the t>oard. 


An order for the bill has not yet 
been issued and the discovery by T h e 
N e w s of this attempt to tleece the 
county will lead to an investigation by 
the board, the result of which will be 
that the supervisors will very closely 
scrutinize and investigate all future 
bills that the Press may present against 
the county. 


T h e N e w s has conducted a careful 
examinAiion of the record of the pro- 
ceedinsrs of the board and found the 
facts as above related.

Upon the thirty-second ballot the 
board of supervisors today elected D. 
J. Benson, a republican,school ex­ 
aminer. A total of 30 votes were cast, 
Benson receiving li> and J. D. Oarmody 
his democratic opponent, 11. 


On the 31 ballot the vote was a tie. 
The entire morning until 11 o’clock 
was consumed in trying to arrive at a 
choice on school examiner. The thirty- 
first ballot was taken at 11 o’clock and 
resulted in a tie. A recess of 10 min­ 
utes was taken to effect a compromise. 
During that time Supervisor W. M. 
Baldwin, of Watervleit, the republican 
leader, and Supervisor William A. 
Kieth. of Sawyer, leadintr the demo­ 
cratic host, got together and patched 
up a truce. Kieth ottered to concede 
school examiner if the 
republicans 
threw their support to the democratic 
candidate for county drain commis­ 
sioner. 


The proposition was agreed to with 
oontiderable reluctance by the republi­ 
cans wjho held that the democrats 
ought willingly tp concede to them 
tbs entire four olfices—sohool exam-v 
iner, county drain oommissioner and 
as.'SFfflSiViSKrt 


The supervisors aren’t doing a thing 
to the justices of the peace and con­ 
stables who are so unlucky as to have 
claims against the county. A year ago 
the board decided by resolution to dis­ 
allow all claims by justices for costs in 
the prosecution of “drunks” and the 
boara is strictly adhering to the provi­ 
sions of the resolution. Off of Justice 
Bacon’s bill of $7.50 was carved $2.50; 
Justice Baldrey felt the force of the 
finance committees’ knife to the extent 
of $3.25; Justricks suffered a reduction 
of $3 on a claim of $5.80 and Constables 
Davis’ bill was hewnjdown from $8to$(>. 
There was a disposition to disallow a 
claim of $8 presented by-Turnkey Lynn 
Ferguson for keeping guard over "the 
“trusties” wlio worked on the court 
house lawn, the board having passed a 
resolution that the county prisoners 
should be worked, but it did not occiu 
to the supervisors that it was worth 
compensation to watch them. The bill 
was referred back to the committee 
and will probably be allowed later.

The 
chief of police of Havana came alioard 
while the refreshment part of the plot 
was in progress, and it is alleged that 
he, too, fell a victim of the wiles of the 
Cisneros faction., A few minutes before 
the Seneca was ready to pull out from 
her dock a slim young fellow came run­ 
ning across the wharf. 
He 
had no 
baggage and was fashionably dressed. 
He walked quickly up the gang-piapk. 
The detectives stopped him. **lly name 
is Juan Sola,” he said, and he ?$howed 
his passport. Everything was satisfac­ 
tory, so the senor was allowed to go 
aboard. 
It is said that if it had not 
been for the winethe strange treble and 
rather curious flgure of Senor Sola might 
have excited the suspicions of the &|>an- 
ish detectives. But the scheme worked 
successfully.

Miss Ciifiieros' friends. %vhen they saw 
that everything was satisfactory, disem­ 
barked and watched the ship pull slowly 
out under the frowning Spanish guns, 
carrying the fugitive to safety under the 
stars and Kti-lpes. Miss Cisneros did r.oi 
court danger any more than was nec­ 
essary, and at once went to her cabin. 
The next day, however, when Moro Cas­ 
tle was left far behind, she appeared on 
deck transformed into Señorita Juauu 
Sola, alias Cossio y Cisneros, and dressed 
In a becomint? red gown. Captain Ste 
vens. commander of the Seneca, was a n ­ 
gry when he discussed the Cls^jeroK Inci­ 
dent with tlie reporters. Said he: “Since 
tha commencement oí the present Insur­ 
rection It has been the custom of the 
Spanish authorities to post a couple of 
detectives at the head of the gangway 
of ships lying at Havana. We arrived 
at 6 p. m. on Saturday and left at S p 
m., during which time the detectives did 
not leave the head o( the gang-plank. 


•‘Just before the Seneca sailed the chief 
of police, his deputy and his secretary 
came aboard. Señorita Cisneros had es 
caped two days previously and yet they 
asked no questions and made no search 
for her, although upon three former oc­ 
casions they had searched the Seneca 
from stem to stern and keel to prome­ 
nade deck while looking for suspects. 
Captain Stevens said that to the best of 
his knowledge the only persons who went 
.aboard at Havana were the Lastie fam 
Uy. the Dei Heal family, eight China­ 
men, ana a man w'hose name appeared 
upon the advance passenger list as*Juan 
Sola, and who must have had a pass­ 
port; otherwise he could not have gone 
aboard. 
When it was discovered that 
“Juan Sola” was a girl, the “Juan" was 
changed to “Juana," and Miss Cisneros 
came in under that name. 


Miss Cisneros was given some articles 
of female wearing apparel by the stew' 
ardess of tlie Seneca.

In thoee 
dayf the blacksmith's trade waa a noto­ 
riously good one. All the blacksmiths 
got rich with their horse, mnle and ox 
ahoeing, and the wagon and the other 
repair work which they did. Most of 
the blacksmiths combined with their 
other work wagon repairing and even 
wagoo making. There were veiy few 
big wagon faotories in those days, and 
a good hand made wagoo coat big uoii- 
ej. When they were ^ in g nothing else, 
theywonld make wagons, and when 
there waa lota of transient work the 
wagona had to wait This state line 
ahop waa a bnqr place. There waa no 
taveni there, bnt the blaokamith ahMi 
had a eider pnes, and he made the eidei 
for all the farmers for mileaaronnd. 
Bnt neither this nor the profits of hii 
shop conld acoonnt for the rapid way 
in which he aocnmnlated wealth. Aait 
well known, apple cider, if allowed to 
ftand longenongh, will become **hard,'* 
and after that it will tnm into vinegar. 


**This cider dealer always luid plenty 
of hard eider on hand, bnt never ha^ 
any vinegar for sale. Tlie farmwsand 
others who stopped at his place conld 
always get a drink of hard cider, which 
they took out of a tin dipper at 10 centi 
a drink, and the size of the drink wa« 
something which attracted very little 
attention. Hardly any kind of beverage 
is more intoxicating than hard cider. It 
is a good deal like champagne in one 
^pect. You can drink a great deal of 
it (me day, ax:A the next day you will 
be awfully sick and sorry, and a good 
deal drunker than when you went tc 
bed. The blacksmith required no license 
to sell hard cider, aud he worked the 
gimie to the limit His place becauic 
veiy popular, and the farmers camc 
fkom many miles around in both state» 
to get their horses shod at his place. 
Many of them would come home dmnk, 
and their wives began to protest. They 
always had to have some excuse for hav­ 
ing visited the state line shop, and so 
the blacksmith, after snppiying them 
with a few dipperfuls of hard cider, 
would take the shoes off their beastc 
and put on new ones, whether they 
needed it or not For this service ht 
would charge a good round price, while 
in many instances it was noticed he 
made no charge for the cider. 


**But, as is the way of all flesh, thif 
blacksmith died one day, and then hit 
business secrets came ont He left ao 
estate of over $80,000, and in the oellai 
of the cider press a great number ol 
empty whisky barrels were found. Foi 
yeara he bad been putting whisky intc 
his eider and had been setting new 
flhoet on nearly every horee which cami 
along* willy nilly. "^Washington^tar.
